Aluminum Bronze. 


Aluminum bronze, which is likely tc 


come more and more into use. is an 
alloy composed in Germany of 90 to 95 
per "cent of aluminum and 5 to 10 per 
cent of copper, of golden color, which 
keeps well in the air without soon be- 
coming dull and changing the color. 
It can lie cast excellently, can te filed 
well and turned, possesses an extraor- 
dinary hardness aad firmness, attains 
a high degree of polish and is mal- 
leable and forgeable. 
The technica 


working of the material is not essen 
tially different from that of iron—in 
fact, the metal is. especially in a warn 
condition, worked like iron on an anvil 
with hammer and chisel, only that th 
temperature to be maintained in forg- 
ing lies between dark and light cherry 
red. In "case the articles are not forged 
in one piece, and the putting together 
of separate, parts'is a necessity, rivet- 
ing, and, in particular soldering have 
to be resorted to, with hard or soft 
solder. Besides forging, the bronze is 
well suited for embossing. 
After fin- 


ishing the pieces, the metal can be 
toned in different ways, as may be de- 
sired, by treatment with acid.

"The air Is compressed in cylinders. 


arranged in multiple series. In the 
first cylinder the air is reduced till 
it gives a pressure of sixty pounds to 
the square inch against the atmos- 
phere, which itself has a pressure of 
thirty-two pounds to the square Inch 
against a vacuum. Then the air is 
reduced in a second cylinder eight 
times—that is, till its compass Is oae- 
eigbth whit It was in the first cylin- 
der, and its pressure eight times as 
great, or 480 pounds to the square 
inch. The same multiple is preserved 
in the next compression, so that the 
air has a pressure of 3,840 pounds to 
a square inch. This high pressure air 
is kept in a tank, and when wanted 
for use on street cars to run their 
motors is drawn off into what we 
call bottles. These bottles are con- 
nected in series. They are cold 
pnneheu uickel steel and 
of great 


strength, for they sustain a pressure 
of about 3.500 pounds to the square 
Inch whea placed on the car. From 
this It Is not to be concluded that the 
pressure in the motor cylinder when, 
the car starts is a pressure of S,50« 
pounds. There is where our motors 
differ from their predecessors.

Is controlled by a system of reduction 
valves, which deliver the air Into the 
cylinders at a pressure of 125 pounds 
to the square inch. Engines can b« 
made that will use the air at any de- 
sired pressure and employ it for me- 
chanical purposes. We could make 
motors that would run cars with a 
pressure of only ten pounds In ta» 
cylinder, but they would be more 
bulky and not so suitable.

Courage among animals seems to 


bear no relation to size, for many of 
the smallest creatures are brave to an 
astonishing degree. The weasels are 
the most courageous o{ any. 
Unfor- 


tunately they are also the most blood- 
thirsty, but while their victims are 
usually small animals, there are rec- 
ords o£ their having attacked man or 
some large animal fiercely and without 
the slightest hesitation. 


In North America one of the largest 


of the weasel family is the "fisher," a. 
very large, long-furred animal, living 
mainly by the waterside, and, like 
many others of the tribe, very partial 
to fish. Ii weighs about sixteen pounds 
and its long, richly colored fur Is ex- 
ported in great quantities to different 
parts of Europe, though not often used 
m this country. A trapped "fisher" 
will attack any one who comes within, 
reach of the trap chain and when free 
will beat off any dog of twice Its size. 


Perhaps the most striking example 


of the courage of the smaller species 
yet recorded is that shown by a small 
variety of jungle cat known as the 
fishing cat, which., though no relation 
of the Canadian "fisher " is quite as 
courageous. One ol tliese, which -was 
kept ID a menagerie, broke through 
into the next cage and there attacked 
and killed a leopard which was three 
tunes its own size. 


As most of the other small animals 


know how hopeless is a contest against 
the strength and vmdictiveness of the 
weasel tribe, instances of resistance on 
their part must be classed as courage 
of a high order. The following ex- 
ample of a rabbit attacking a stoat 
rests on the first-hand observation of, 
a trustworthy field naturalist. He was 
sitting ou a log iil Guuion park, in 
Norfolk, near s»me nettles, when he 
heard a curious grunting noise iu the 
nettle-bed. Presently a stoat ran out 
and almost immediately a rabbit 
rushed from the nettle-bed and knock- 
ed the stoat over. The rabbit then ran 
back a little and repeated the odd noise 
which had been heard before. The 
stoat picked itsplf up and ran, not at 
the rabbit, but toward the nettles. The 
r«liWt rushed at It again ar>fl npset it 
before it could enter the uettle-bed. 7t 
dill this four times in all before the 
stoat was able to get past. When it 
did so it almost immediately caught 
and killed a \Tery young rabbit, which 
the doe had evidently been trying to 
protect.
